The  ship  iu  which  be  wae  First 
Oril  tr  the  Pride  of  the  Ocean,  had  run 
aground;  »u  t  he  coast  of  Chine,  ou  a  reel 
which  Wae  n  »t  aoted  in  the  neweet  of  tbe 
Adinirallty  charts,  and,  whet  was  worse, 
in  this  lie' pleas  condition  she  wae  boarded 
by  pirates,  who  pillaged  tbe  cargo  and 
murdered  the  Captain  and  the  greater 
number  ot  tbe  crew.  From  this  massacre 
the  capricious  lenity  of  the  capture  had 
excluded  eouie  of  the  ship*  company,  ol 
which  fortunate  few  Frank  wee  one.  He 
had  been  for  month*  a  captive  among  the 
pirate*,  well  fed  and  burd  worked  when 
malts#*  went  well  with  these  pig-tailed 
•ea- robbers,  half  starred  and  threatened 
with  death  when  tbe  gang  returned  empty 
banded  to  their. haunt  among  the  inlets  of 
the  coast.  Then  came  an  twoape,  under 
circumstances  of  great  hardship  end  peril, 
end  which  was  only  effected  through  Dar¬ 
rell’s  courage  and  address,  to  which  also 
way  due  tho  subsequent  defeat  of  the  pi 
ratee  by  a  British  oaeal  force,  and  the  re¬ 
covery  of  much  valuable  property  boloog 
ins  to  Guru  peso  merchants.

We  freely  aoootded  to  oiliaro  Loomis  all 
the  space  he  desired  in  our  last  issue  to  re¬ 
ply  to  our  article  of  tbe  previous  week. 
Instead  of  reply  tog  to  our  criticism  how* 
ever,  his  letter  la  chiefly  occupied  with  a 
reiteration  of  so  dm  ol  bis  pamphlet  mat¬ 
ters,  without  shedding  any  now  light  upon 
them. 

Ws  worn  sorry  that  he  took  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  make  another  laage  at  his  lno-
